Houses in Batavia are badiy censtrue'ed and more 
badly managed, f apprehend that even if the public 
authorities did require all the Glas- Windows ‘ta be 
replaced hy Veretsans, as he proposes, the principal 
Causes of Fever would ro: he removed. We kn w 
that this Batavia Fever (if a discase may be so calied 
Which does not appear to possess any such peculiar
